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Ontention, eſpecially with perverſe ſpirits, that de- 
lire it, and ſeek occaſion for it, is not a thing deſire- 
able to me; howbeit, for the living and precious 
Truth's ſake, and that living effectual faith which was 
once deliver d to the Saints, I am one neceſſitated earneſtly to 
contend, being brought forth and rais'd up by the Power of 
the Living God for that end, againſt perverſe Gainſayers and 
peeviſh Oppoſers : One of whom 1 find one ROBERT 
GORDON, in a ſecond piece of Antichriſtianiſm, ſtufe 
with Confuſion, Perverſion of Scriptures, Abuling and Be- 
lying the People call'd 2uakers; though he bath given it the 


Title of Chriſtianity Vindicated, but therein hath ifcqver'd a 


great deal of his own; and of his Tutor's Ignorance of the 
very Nature of Chriſtianity, as concernin thoſe weighty mat- 
ters of Salvation; to wit, Reconciliation, fee. and Re- 
demprion ; which in the true nature and ſenſe, thereof are in this 
Treatiſe unfolded, according to the holy Seriptures; although 
this man hath groſly wronged divers of us, b acculing us, 
as if we did oppoſe and feet to overthrow the plain Teflimenies 


and Veicet of afl the Prophets and Apoſtles, concerning the 
True Saviour, or the Man C brif Peſus, whom we have frequent- 
ly confeſſed, both as tg Ii Divinicy; and as to his taking up- 
on him the Jody, prepat d N to do the Will of God in, 
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vecording to the 2 onde, yea Þ$oth bis outward and 
inward Appearance, his Suffering Nature, and 8 State, 
and his Divinity, in both we have always truly believd And 
confeſs d; even bis Dignity, Spiritual Outs go- 

ings from of old, from everlaſting, as alſo his Mica 5. 2. 
out ward Birth, and coming in the fulneſs of time ' 

in that *Body , wherein he ſhew'd forth Innocenoy, Preacht 
Righteouſneſs, wrought Miracles, ſuffered Contradictions, 
Crucifying, and Death, by wicked hands; together with 
his Glory, Digoity, Reſurrection, and glorious. Triumph; 
as a Captain, as a Conqueror, Leader, add Example through 
all: Theſe things have a Spiritual and Divine Impreſſion upon 
us, and a place in our hearts, through that. eternal Spirit, by 


which Chriſt offered up bimſelf a Lamb without Spot, and a 


Sacrifice of a ſweet ſmelling Savour to God , which things be- 
ing ſo openly and frequently own'd. by ue, according to the 
Scriptures of Truth: We cannot but look, upon it as a witty] 
Perveriion and wicked Abuſe in this R. G. or any others, con- 
trariwiſe to repreſent us, when (as to him) we have only op- 
pos d his confus d dark Teſtimony, which is without Life, and 
much of it without Senſe. or Reaſon; although pervertedly 
he hath interwoven ſome Scriptures, abus d by him in it: 
Howbeir, he, aich, He hath teſtified to what he received of the Lard, 
and witneſſed throngh and under the Miniſtry of thoſe I cal Presbyte- 
ri ant and Tadependants. Now ſeeing he hathflearn'd bis Teſti- 
mony or Religion of ſuch, and yet hath pirked up, as if he 
were Some · body, or could do more aga inſt us then his Tutors 
or Fraternity (although be falls ſhort of many of them, in 
the management of: their Cauſe) Iſhauld think it were more 
prudence in the Precbyterians and Indepen ants, to ſtop ſuch 
Mallow C avellers and forward Novices , as can ſcarce write 
three Pages, without manifeſtly contradicting: themſelves, as 
this their Diſciple R. G. hath done, who will never bring any 
Honour to the Canſe of Pre:hyrtepsans and Iudependant:: He 
ould have let us known, whether they do approve of this his 
work againſt us, yea, or nay, which it he write again, we 
delire him to ſignifie c hether he is ond, and his. work ap- 
prov'd of; by the Presbyterians and [nlependantr, yea, or gay 
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Some fuppoſe it probable, that, what he bath writ againſſ che 
Innocent and Suffering Pebple of God in thi nature, hath ſome 
Self-intereſt and End, as either of ſome preferment, or Ap- 
plauſe at leaſt; who though he be diſmounted with the Times, 
from his former Place and Preferment, yet is not content to 
live quietly in that obſcurity he is in, but he muſt Vitlifie, 
Reproach and Slander an Innocegt People, who hive àppear d 
(and do ſtand up) for God, and the Teſtimony of Jeſus, in his 
Divine Power, where ſuch pegviſh, pittiful, underly Cavellers 
28 R. G. dare not ſhew their Faces for Chriſt, (nor yet for their 
own Direfory and Charch- Faith) for all their pretended Zeal 
for him, though he and they can carp and quarrel againſt us, 
who are under Sufferings : And he having ſhown himſelf both 
an Antinomian, a ſhatter'd Pre:byterian, "and Independant, be is 
the more fit man to inſinuate into ſuch; eſpecially the more 
ignorant ſort of them, for ſome Applauſe or Name to himfelf, 
like many of his ſelfiſh Teachers before, who being diſmounted 
from their parochial Biſhopricks, Pulpits & Tythes,are now for 
the rattling of the Platters, which have been very beneficial to 
many ſuch fain'd Preathers and Temporizers, who can make 
a floriſh in fair Weather; but 9 Hee, Sculk, or Comply, 
when a Storm or a Pinch comes; or otherwiſe, dt ive à Trade 
more -privately; ind have the Platters „ ſecretly, 
with their Watchers and Spies at each Corno, to give them 
warning, leſt 4 ſhould be ſurpriz'd for driving 4 Trade 
unlicens'd, that they may eſcape out at Back- doors Sor By- 
wayes, which hath been the manner and practice of ſuch as 
R. G's. Tutors, notwithſtanding their ſeverely preſſing their 
Heaters to Faithfulneſr, and to Stand faſt, &c, when they are 
no Eximple thereof themſelves; but on ſlite Occaſions ready 
to flee like Hirelings and ready to give their Flocks the

And now as to the Dockrual part of his Book, he having 
affirm'd a J«ſtificatior and Redemption of men, even while no good 1 
wrong bi in then by any Light er SpiMt w hatſocver; and when no qua- 
lification 15 rough ia man by any Fpfrit whatſoever (to mend the 
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matter he adds) iv order to the b the Parchaſe I Redemp- 
tion, Cc. Which word, purchaſe, he thus explains, in an Un- 
ſcriptural and Nonſenſical ſtile, viz. That God man purchaſedand 
compleated re with od, at once, without 
«(which is as good ſenfe,as to fay, God Parchas'd them of God) 
and for Proof thereof, he very many times over repeats that 
Scripture, Rem. 5.10 If when we were Enemies, we were recon- 
ciled to God, by the death of his Son (not ſo much minding the fol- 
lowing words) much more being reconciled, we ſhall be ſav d by his 
Life: And verſe 11. We bave now received the Atronement, &c. 
This he hath made a Cloak for his juſtification of men, even 
while no good is wrought in them (one while ſaying, they 
are reconcil'd to God; another while, God to them) Now 
though plenteous Redemption, Salvation, and Peace were in 
being in Chriſt for us, while Enemies; and that God com? 
mended his Love towards us, in that while we were Sin- 
ners, Chriſt died bor us, verſ. 8. which doth explain the intent 
of the words ¶ If when we were Enemies we were reconcil d to God, 
by the death of hu Son Cc. ] yet it is not the nature of Recon- 
ciliation for men to be Enemies to God: I appeal to the Con- 
ſcience of both R. G. and all other Profefſors, Whether Enmity 
and'Reconciliation do not differ? And whether, while Per- 
ſons are at eamity, they be then actually reconcil'd ? Though 
while we were Enemies, we were reconcil'd, by the death of bis Son; 
intentionally on God's Terms, but not actually in our ſelves, 
till the Bamity was fin in us; as God, with reference to his 
Purpoſe, ſpeaks to Abraham, 1 have made thee a Father of many 
Nations (before he was actually ſo made) For Paul, in the 
following words, ſaith, God, who quickgneth the Dead, calleth 
thoſe things which be not as though they were, Rem. 4. 17. And alſo 
Zacharias, being filled with the Holy Ghoſt, he Propheſied ſay- 
ing, Bleſſed be the Lord God of Iſrael,for he bath viſited and redeemed 
his People, Lutkg 1. 67, 68. and to the end of the chapter: 
Now —_ this L Redeemed} be ſpoken of as a thing done, 
yet ĩt was ſpoken of in the Prophelie, of Chriſt the Horn of Sals 
vation; whoſe Salvation is Deliverance and Preſervation out 
of the hands of our Enemies, that we may ſerve him, without 

fear, 
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fear, in Holineſs and Righteouſneſs before him all the dayes of 
our life: This was not witneſſed when the Enemy rul'd, and 
no good was wrought in us. 

Further, If Reconciliation and Redemption had been actu- 
ally finiſh'd without us, when no good was wrought in us, 
what needed the Apoſtle ſo carneſtly beſcecb and pray them in 
Chriſt's ftead to be recontiled toGed ? 2 Cor. 5. 20. They might 
have ſaid, that is done and complated already: Or to ſay, That 
eſus Chrift gave himſelf for us, that he might redeem us from all 1ni- 
quity, and purific unto himſelf a peculiar People, &c Tit. 2. 14. 
They might have ſaid we are redeem'd at once already without 
us, while no good is wrought in us; What needſt thou to tell 
us of redeeming from all Iniquity, or of being purified? We 
de not expect any Iuch thing while we live here, and yet we are 
redeemed, juſtified, and Ain Chriſt. This is according to 
R. G's. Doctrine and Senſe ; but the Apoſtle's Senſe is contrary, 
as where he ſaith, Jos that were ſometimes alienated, and Enemies 
in your minds by wicked wort; yet now bath be reconciled in the Body 
of bis Flas, through Death, te preſent you Holy, and Unblameable, 
and Unreprovable in bu fight , if ye continue in the Faith grounded 
and ſetled, Cel. 1. 21, 42, 23. Mark here the nature and ten- 
dency of a reconcil'd ſtatel and how it differs from that of 
Enemies in the mind, as yow were ſometimes Enemies, yet now re- 
conciled, viz. Te Saints aud faithful Brethremin Chriſt, which are 
at Coloſs, chap. 1. 2. But the mind of him that is an Enemy 
in bis mind is not reconcil'd to God or his Truth. Dran- 
hards, Swearers, and Rantert, are not in a reconcil'd State, 
nor juſtified Stage; neither is God reconcil'd to them, nor in 
Union with them. | 
Again, The words Purchaſed and Redemption, are us d by 
K. G. in an Unſcriptural Senſe, while he doth ſo nonſenſical“ 
ly render it as Cd man, having purchaſed all of God withour, and 
{o juſtified man, when no good is wrought in him by the Spirit of 
; and as if Chriſt's Works without, were the previous pur- 
caſing cauſe of the Love of God; and alſo, ſtates mas Juſti- - 
cation and Redemption, as only without, and preceAling the - 
work of the Spirit within ; whereas redeeming from all Iniquity 
and 
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and Jandage, under which as A ſold, is not wrought with- 
out the opperation of the Spirit of God within; but at isa 
Work to be fulfilled within, where Sin and Bondage have ru- 
led? and being Yahed, Sanctiſied, and 7»ftified by the Spirit, are 
plac'd in their proper order, 1 Cor. G. 11. ; Sanitified being 
plac'd before Fuſtiſied. And the Apoſtle Paul ſaith, Tom are ſeal'd 
with the Holy Spirit of Promiſe, which is the carneſt of our Inheritance
